To My Andover Friends: As I 
finish my fourth year in the 
service, I want to thank you for 
the continuous receipt of my 
old home-town newspaper.

The war is not yet over. Some 
1200 of our Andover boys and girls 
are still in the service, willing to 
sacrifice their lives if need be.

If 1200 are willing 
to give up everything, certainly 
more than 400 should be willing to 
give up that pint of blood. 

It’s the easiest thing in the world 
—all it means is giving up about a 
half hour of your time and allowing 
trained workers to draw a very 
small part of your blood from a 
vein in your arm. There is no pain 
at all, and you can hardly even 
feel the initial needle prick. 

That is all you have to do. It’s 
very little, but might mean an 
awtul lot. It might even mean 
saving the lives of some of these 
1200. That is worth giving a pint 
of blood for, isn’t it?
